Thousands of Prisoners Wrrv Shot Down 
After the Surrender. 


No French victory w ;us ever marked 
by Kiich unbridled lii-unso ax that which 
:,1KI victorious troops practiced at Yafa. 
But what followed was worse, for tho 
prisoners of war wore too numerous for 
the ordinary visage. sFor mmo days they 
were treated according to tho terma of 
quarter they had exacted. 
On tho 17th 
a council of war unanimously voted that 
the old rule under which no quarter is 
given to defenders in an assault should 
l)o applied to them. For three days Bo­ 
naparte hesitated, but on tho 20th his 
decision was taken. A few Egyptians 
v/ero sent home and the remainder of 
the prisoner^ together with tho BOO 
militia from El Arisli, were marched to 
tho beach and shut. In the report to the 
directory the number was put at 1,200. 
Two eyewitnesses estimated it—one at 
11,000, the other at 4,000. 


" I linvs been severe with those of your 
troops who violal'd the laws of w a r , " 
wroto tho author of the deed to Jezzar. 
No mention of tho fact or excuse for it 
was made in any of his other corre­ 
spondence at the time. All winter long 
ho had been dealing as an oriental with 
orientals, and this was bat, a piece of 
the same conduct. The code of'Christian 
morality wan far from his mind. In Jan­ 
uary, for instance, ho had ordered Mu- 
rat to kill all tho prisoners of a Kostilo 
tribe ill tho desert whom ho could not 
briiifj away, and in the same month 
identical orders were issued to Berthier 
concerning another existing horde. 


The plea which is made by the eulo-, 
gists of Napoleon and by some recent 
military writers for this •wholesale exe­ 
cution is that an ong these slaughtered 
men tho garrison of Kl Arish, which 
had surrendered, had been found again 
with arms ih their hands; 
that they 
were deserving of death according to all 
the laws of war, and that, as to the rest, 
there were no French prisoners for whom 
to exchange them and no provisions to 
support them, consequently their pres­ 
ence with the army would jeopardize its 
success, and it was therefore justifiable 
to diminish the enemy's resisting power 
by their execution. 
Those who believe 
that war, whether just or unjust, justi­ 
fies any barbarity which will lead to 
speedy victory will agree 
with 
that 
opinion.—Professor

IN THE RUINS OF POMPEII. 


Evidences of the Commonness of Slavery 
Found on All Sides. 


Evidences of the commonness of slav­ 
ery i ^ t b o time of Pompeii's destruction 
are abundant on all sides. 
Tho gladia­ 
tors were a class of slavos trained ."for 
fighting, and some of tho wall sorib- 
blings refer to their condition an ono of 
slavery. 
Here is the translation of an 
advertisement painted on a wall near 
the amphitheater: 


"Twenty pairs of gladiators, paid by 
Decimus Lucretius Saltius Valeus.princo 
in tho time of Nero, tho son of Cassar 
Augustus, and ten pairs of gladiators, 
paid by Decimus Lucretius, tho son of 
Dooimus Valens, will fight at Pompeii 
on the 11th, 18th and 14th of April. 


"There will bo a proper hunting scene 
and the awnings will be sproad. 
Writ­ 
ten b y Clev-Emilius Clov, writer of in­ 
scriptions; wrote tliis by moonlight." 


The gladiators' barracks were ample 
for the housing of 2,000 or 3,000 men, 
and it is a mattor of record that at least 
2,000 were engaged at ono time in the 
life or death combats which stretched 
over a loug'festival. Tho actors in theso 
murderous sports 
were 
"barbarians" 
from various parts of Europe or from 
Asia Minor and Africa. 


In tho Naples museum is a br< mzo col­ 
lar which was worn about the neck of a 
man whoso skeleton was found in a 
Pompoiian house oellar; on tho collar 
is engraved, in Latin, these words: " I 
am a slave. Arrest mo because I am run­ 
ning away. " I could not help thinking 
whilo looking at this ingenious and 
cruel substitute for a convict's dross 
that it was possible that tho poor wretch 
who wore it may have been one of tho 
descendants of tho blond haired Brit­ 
ons brought homo by Julius Caasar to 
grace his triumph 100 yoars before Pom­ 
peii disappeared beneath its pall of lava 
and ashos. 


In tho Ghoezeh museum, Cairo, one 
may look upon tho black and shriveled 
face of that Ramoses whom wo know as 
the Pharaoh of the Oppression. 
Mum­ 
mies of other Egyptian kings, priests 
and people are common enough. 
These 
primeval men, who far antedated Pom­ 
peii and Rome, stand undecayed in our 
presence 
But Pompeii presents tho pic­ 
ture of an entire city resurrected from 
tho dead, with all its appliances of lifo 
and means of pleasure, prolit, comfort, 
luxury, vice and sustenance. The life is 
gone out forever, but tho mummified 
city remains—a monument of human 
ingenuity and human 
frailty.—New 
York Times.

Every master plumber, before he 
shaU register, must give a bond in the faror of 
the town of Berkeley for the sum of Ave hun­ 
dred doUara < M 0 0 ) with two good and sufficient 
sureties, for the faithful performance of his du­ 
ties a s plumber, which said bond shall be Bp- 
proved by the President of the Board of Trus­ 
tees of the Town of Berkeley, and filed with the 
Clerk of said town.

Section a 
T h e plumbing and drainage of all 
bandings and additions hereafter ereoted snail 
be executed in aooordanoe with plans and specl- 
ftoatlans.flldd in the health office, and duly ap­ 
proved by the Sanitary Inspector, and It Is here­ 
with specially s e t forth t h a t every plumber 
mus', before doing any work In any building or 
addition beieafter ereoted, file plans and spec­ 
ifications in said health offloe, correctly des­ 
cribing in detail, the work to be done. 


(Motion 4. AU new sewers and additions to 
sewers, shall be constructed 
in aooordanoe 
with plans and specifications previously tiled 
In health offloe, and oorreotly describing in de­ 
tail the work to be done. 


Section 6. A l l material must b e of good 
quality and tree from defeots; all defective ma- 
tdrial must be removed and sound material to 
be put in its place, and the work must be exe­ 
cuted in a thorough and workmanlike manner. 


Section 8i T h e arrangement of all soil, vent, 
and waste pipes, most be as direct as possible. 
The soil ana waste pipes and the traps where 
oonvenlent, should be exposed to view for ready 
• inapeotlon at all times, and for convenience in 
repairing. 


tieotion 
7. When there Is a Bewer In the 
street, every house or building located on the 
lot "abutting on said street, must be separately 
ftpd ihdependantly oonneoted with It by an iron- 
Btoneor oast-iron pipe. 
When possible such 
oonneotion must be made directly opposite the 
house. W h e n there i s no sewer in the street 
upon which property abuts, and it is necessary 
to oonstruot a private sewer for such property 
to connect with a sewer in another street, aUey, 
or avenue, It must be laid in thestreeton which 
such property abuts and not through the ad­ 
joining lots or under the houses on adjoining 
r property. 


' Section 8. AU Joints on said iron-stone pipe 
shall be made with Portland cement, properly 
mixed with clean, sharp sand, the proportion 
thereof being one part cement, two parts sand. 
B a c h Joint when laid, must be properly cleaned 
on the inside by a suitable scraper, before the 
succeeding pipe is put in place. The sewer 
must be laid a t a uniform grade throughout Its 
entire length and in a s straight a Une as pos­ 
sible. AU changes in dlreotlon must be made 
with curved pipes, and all connections with 
" y v branohes and one-eighth 
or one-sixth 
bends.' Allfjolnts on oast-iron pipes shall be 
made with a suitable 
packing of hemp or 
oakum, and run with moulten lead and properly 
caulked. 


Seotion 9. When the lot .upon which the 
building I s erected, or the point to be sewered 
Is not within one hundred and fifty (ISO) feet of 
the line of a street having a Bewer therein, 
cesspools may be oonstrnoted of brick and ce­ 
ment, and to be in size not less than 6x8x8 
feet. 
T h e top of said cesspool to be not less 
than one foot below the surf aoe of the ground 
a n d properly ventuated. 
The bottom and sides 
of said oesspools to be made impervious to 
water and oleaned a t least every two weeks, 
said oesspools must not be placed 
within 
twenty feet of any part of any inhabited build­ 
ing, and house drains connecting 
therewith 
niust be trapped and oonneoted the same a s 
house drains connecting with street sewers. 


Station 10. All persons 
before connecting 
w i t h ^ or opening, or penetrating any pubUc 
sewer or drain, must first obtain a permit in 
writing from the Sanitary Inspector. 
Every 
person constructing sewers must report to the 
offloe of the health officer every new sewer In 
oourse of construction or addition to a sewer 
already laid. And when said sewer or addition 
la completed, he must fill the same with water 
for the purpose of testing It, where it lies 
within the building lines, a*nd report to said of- 
Uoe when i t Is ready for Inspection. In no case 
shall the sewer be covered at any point, either 
within or without the building lines, until after 
the same had been inspected and accepted by 
the Inspector. 


Seotion 11. Every house or building hereaf­ 
ter, erected, must have the house drain con­ 
structed of oast-Iron, where it lies under the 
building, and to extend beyond said building 
or foundation walls not less than one foot, but 
when the house drain is outside the building 
lines, It may be of iron-stone pipe. 
The house 
drain must nave a fall of at least one-fourth of 
an inch to the foot, it must run along the cellar 
wall, whore practicable, or if lain under the 
lower floor of the building, shall be hung in Iron 
straps seourely fastened to the floor joists and 
in as straight a line a» possible. Heavy brass 
clean-outs with air light Borew joints must be 
placed at the end o f each horizontal 
line of 


same floor level i d t h o - h o p p e r r and sot' more 
than three feet horizontally from said hopper, 
the traps of said bath, basin, sink, Mfr wash- 
trays need not b e vented. 
Vent pipes m u s t 
extend one foot above the roof or Ore walla. T h e 
air pipes of two or more water olosets (when 
used as a back vent) may b e united one foot 
above the highest fixture, provided s a i d a i r 
pipes are not less than two fnohes in diameter. 
When branch venting i s done, the oonneotion 
must be made not less than one foot above the 
top of the fixture, where suoh oonneotion i s 
made. A l l air pipes must have a oontlnuous 
mope to avoid oolleotlng water by condensation 
When the trap of any fixture 1B set more than 
two feet from the vertical line of pipe, a return 
connection must In all cases be provided. A l l 
water-closets and slop hoppers on the ground 
Boor, detached from building, .need not have 
vent pipes. /Every safe under a basin, bath, 
u Inal, water-oloset, tank, or other fixture, must 
be drained by a speoial pipe of lead or wrought 
iron, not oonneoted with any soil, waste pipe, 
drain, or sewer, but must dlsoharge outside of 
the house. 


Seotion It. All water-oifsets within a build­ 
ing must be hupplled from separate tanks or 
oisterns, the water of which shall be used for 
no other purpose. A group of water-closets 
may be supplied from one tank, but water-clos­ 
ets on different floors shall not be supplied from 
one tank. 
Hopper-olosets, when used in yards 
ill be supplied by valves of a bo 
Evei 
be supplied by valves of a bore 
not less than one-half Inch In the clear.

must be made with curved pipes, and

bends, with a trap placed under the sidewalk. 
The trap must be provided with a (rush air in­ 
let on toe house side of the water ntyU of a t 
lejSSt Ifttir Iflfltl?! "in dlaiBtithr. leading to tlin 
outer air. I t Phall be the duty of the sewer 
contractor to provide a suitable box for protect­ 
ing the fresh air inlet at the ourbs when iron­ 
stone pipe is used. When 
cast Iron pipe is 
used, the plumber shall provide a suitable cov­ 
ering. No brick, sheet metal, or earthenware 
flue shall be used for this purpose. All hori 
zontal lines of pipe must have " Y " branobe>-of 
soil, waste or drain pipes. No tees of any kind 
allowed in horizontal pipes, and only sanitary 
tees allowed In vertical pipes. 


Seotion 18. Every soil pipe shall be of oast- 
iron (or lead not less than live pounds to the 
foot). 
All oast-lron soil or waste pipes shall be 
properly fastened and secured 
with 
heavy 
wrought iron straps or hooks. If hooks are used 
they shall be forged out of one piece of iron, not 
welded. 
Waste pipe must be of cast-iron or 
lead. 
Every line of waBte pipes leading to 
water olosets above the lirst floor must extend 
full bore, one toot above the roof or lire walls. 
Every line of waste pipe on or above second 
floor, where more than one fixture branohes 
into same, must run full bore ooe foot above the 
roof or Are walls. 
All waste pipes in basement 
and first floor to be vented same size of pipe as 
trap of fixture. No vent pipe shallopen less than 
two feet above the top of any window or door on 
the side or roof of the house where said vent 
pipe is placed. 


Seotion IS—Cast Iron pines or fittings must be 
either undipped or coated both inside and out* 
side with ooal tar pltoh, applied hot. 


Section 14. AU soil or waste pipes outside of 
building must have all openings stopped and 
be tilled with water to the highest fixture and 
allowed to stand until Inspected and approved. 
All 
connections of lead pipe must be wiped 
joints. 
When leud waste pipes Is used, it must 
Intersect a t the same angle as given by the 
" V s " one-sixteenth, one-sixth, or one-eighth 
bends. 


Seotion 16. Every sink, basin, bathtub, wa­ 
ter-closet, glop-hopper, and each set of wash- 
tray 8, and every fixture having a waste pipe 
must be separately and affectively trapped, 
the trap to be placed a s near the fixture it 
serves as practicable. All traps must be pro­ 
tected from slphonage by speoial air pipes of 
oast-lron, galvanized wrought Iron, or lead, to 
be used In size not less than the traps which 
(bey v e s t ; and those used to supply air to traps 
of one or more water-closets located in base­ 
m e n t o r on the first floor of building, not less 
than two Inches in diameter. When a bath-tub, 
basin, sink, or set of wash-trays i s set on t h e 


or porches shal 
}t less than one-nan inon in m e clear. fiver? 
wash-out" water-closet must 
be backvented 
from the trap vent above the floor, even when It 
is the highest 
fixture. 
When water-olosets are 
suppUed from tanks, the down, or flush pipe, 
must in no oase be less than one and one-fourth 
lnohes Inside diameter. No rubber connection 
will be allowed between water-closet and vent 
pipes. 
No interior water-oloset shall be set in 
putty, plaster, or similar substance; they must 
be oonneoted to soil pipe with a properly con­ 
structed rubber gasket and brass flange com­ 
bined. 
Pan-hopper and plug water-closets are 
strictly prohibited. 
When water-olosets are so 
constructed that the trap Is part of the closet, 
they must be all earthenware or enasheled iron 
or a combination of these materials. 
All wa 
ter-oloset receivers must be of either earthen­ 
ware or enameled iron. 
Water-olosets or urin­ 
als must not be placed In an unventllated room 
or compartment, must have a proper opening to 
the outer air, or be ventilated by means of an 
air shaft or duot. No wooden sinks or wash- 
trays will be allowed inside of any residence or 
tenement whloh is used a s a dwelling 


Seotion 17. Rain water leaders must never 
be used a s soil, waste, or vent pipes, nor shall 
any soil, waste, or vent pipes be used a s a rain 
water leader. All rain 
water leaders or con­ 
ductors inside of building must be either gal­ 
vanized wrought Iron or oast iron. 
All leaders 
must discharge on the surfaoe of the ground. 
All hoppers, where no waste frflta house fix­ 
tures is discharged, must have water 
supply 
from faucets. 
Slop-hoppers set upon a wooden 
floor, must be oonneoted to waste pipe with lead 
wiped Into a brass ferule and the same to be 
oaulked. All slop-hoppers 
shall be provided 
with a suitable trap of not less than two lnohes 
In diameter. All waste pipes from 
sleeping 
apartments must discharge Into open trapped 
hoppera outside of the building exoept where a 
building covers the entire width of the lot. 


Seotion 18. No steam exhaust will be al 
lowed to oonneot with any drain, soli, vent, or 
waste pipe. 


Seotion 10. All leaders,, soil, waste, drain, 
and vent pipes inside of buildings, before being 
covered, must have all openings stopped and be 
filled with water, for the purpose of testing the 
same. 
T h e test must he made In the preaenoe 
of the Inspector, and if satisfactory, he shall 
issue the proper certificate, but If the test be 
not satisfactory, he must withhold the certifi­ 
cate until the evil be remedied; and all owners 
of buildings must require of the oontraotors a 
certificate of good sanitary plumbing and drain­ 
age in all cases where suoh work is being done. 
Upon completion of the plumbing work, the 
plumber must report to the Inspector for final 
Inspection. The said certificate to be signed 
by the Inspector, provided by law. H e must 
not sign and deliver the same except a s here­ 
inbefore provided. 


Seotion SO. AU plans and descriptions of 
plumbing and drainage must be made upon 
blanks furnished by the Health Officer. 


Section SI. No opening shaU be provided in 
the sewer pipe of any building for the purpose 
oi receiving the surface drainage of the cellar, 
unless speoial permission is granted by the 
Sanitary Inspeotor, and any opening so made 
must be immediately and permanently olosed 
when directed by said 
Inspector. W h e n a 
building i s moved from one part of the olty to 
another, or when an addition Is made to a build­ 
ing, or any sewering in oonneotion therewith (ex­ 
cept in oase of repairs, and repairs are denned 
to consist of leaks in drain, soil, waste and vent 
pipes, and repairs on fauoets, valves, and wa­ 
ter supply pipes), the rules and regulations of 
this ordinance must be followed. 


Seotion 22. When a buUdlng has been in­ 
spected and condemned by the Health Officer, 
plans must be filed, and the new plumbing 
work or alterations must be executed In accord­ 
ance with this ordinanoe. 


Seotion 23. No soil, waste, leader, or vent 
pipe of any kind shall be built into brlok, stone, 
or concrete waUs; where necessary to conoeal 
E 
lpes of this olass, they must be run in suita- 
le reveals or recesses. 
Section 84. 
When oast-lron or iron-stone pipe 
is specified in the foregoing rules and regula­ 
tions, if desired, galvanized wrought Iron pipe 
of standard steam thickness, may be used, pro­ 
vided that the fittings are so constructed a s to 
form a uniform bore with the pipe without burs 
or recesses. 


Section 25. All plumbing and drainage work 
In the Town of Berkeley shall be done In accord- 
anoe with this ordinance, and no person shall 
do any plumbing or drainage work in said town 
exoept in accordance with this ordinanoe. 


Seotion 26. 
Every person violating any pro­ 
visions of this ordinanoe Is hereby deolared to 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon oonvlo 
tion thereof, shall be punished by a fine not to 
exoeed (50. 
The judgment imposing such Une 
may provide for its collection by Imprisonment 
in the County J a i l of Alameda county, till suoh 
fine be paid at the rate in the manner and for 
the time provided by law.
